FRANK'S ATTORNEY WILL

Decision in This Famous Case 
Sure to Figure at Hearing 
for New Trial-Jurors Charg- 
ed With Bias 


Two true bills, one charging Jim Con- 
ley with a misdemeanor “in concealing 
knowledge of the murder of Mary Pha- 
gan, and the other charging him with 
felony in being accessory to the mur- 
cer after the deed, were turned Tues- 
day morning by the grand jury. The 
bills were returned after a brief delib- 
eration only, the Conley case being the 
last taken up by the jury prior to ad- 
journment, 

The felony bill says that Conley, 
“Knowing that Leo M. Frank unlawful 
ly and maliciously, with malice afore- 
thought, killed and murdered one Mary 
Phagan, did conceal the body of Mary 
Phagan and did veceive, ‘arbor and 
conceal the said Leo M. Frank, and con- 
cealed the knowledge of the crime from 
the officers of the law.” 

The misdemeanor bill, drawn under 
another section of the code, charges that 
Conley, “Knowing that Leo M. Frank 
had unlawfully and with malice afore- 
thought killed and murdered one Mary 
Phagan, did conceal said knowledge from 
the magistrate and did harbor and assist 
and protect Leo M, Frank.” 

Two bills were drawn because of 4 
technical question as to the exact mean- 
ing of the word “conceal” in the felony 
bill, the solicitor intending to sécure 
indictment under the felony charge if 
not on the misdemeanor charge. 

The indictment of Leo M, Frank, 
showing tne record of his conviction, 
was placed bef@& the jury to show that 
the principal in the crime had been con- 
victed. Bats 

Bond in the misdemeanor case was 
assessed at $1,000 and in the felony Case 
‘at $4,000; and if Conley ean arrange for 
a $5,000 bond he will be released. 

Assistant Solicitor Stephens says that 
in all probability Conley will be trieu 
on the felony charge instead of the mis+ 
demeanor charge; but could not esti- 
mate just when the trial would be held. 

The maximum sentence in the misde- 
meanor charge is twelve months on the 
county gang, or six months in jail, or a 
fine or all three in the discretion of the 
judge.

echoes of the famous Ollie Taylor 
ease—made famous because distorted 
and unfounded stories concerninge it

The Pith of Road Problems. ° 


Every State and every county will do well to 
ponder these words from the constitution of the 
Qhio Good Roads Federation: 


“We urge the adoption of a comprehensive 
+ and efficient pla. of administration that will 
i improve, maintain and unify as one complete 
; system the public thoroughfares of the country, 
to the end that we may secure a National high 
way system, a State highway system and a town- 
ship highwoy system, each a distinct unit yet all 
integral factors of a complete system of Good 
| Roads Everywhere.” 

It is doubtful that the needs of American road 
building were ever more tersely or trenchantly de- 
spribed. Unless the improvement and the mainte- 
nance of highways are conducted in accordance with 
some unified plan under which all sections of each 
county and all counties of each State and all the 
States of. the Union co-operates toward a common 
end, the labor and money spent on road work will 
produce only scattered and temporary results. The 
value and service of a road depends primarily on its 
relationships to other roads. It is not the single 
link but the chain that bears the stress and burden. 
Road building must be comprehensive in order that 
it may be efficient. 

The great need as the Ohio fedcration declares 
is the adoption of a comprehensive plan of adminis- 
tration whereby the various efforts of counties and 
States will be correiated. Thus only can State sys- 


tems and « national system of good roads be de. 
: . 


veloped. Georgia is especially in need of such a 
plan. Our individual counties are for the most part 
doing admirable work in improving their local 
roads; but we are wholly lacking in the means and 
machinery for unified, State-wide endeavor in this 
important field of public enterprise. The way, to 
remedy this defect is clearly the establishment by 
the Legislature of a State Highway Commission to 
serve as a quickening and guiding influence for each 
and all of the -ounties. Such a commission would 
Save vast sums of money and would result in the 


upbuilding of a real system of highways.

The Result In Maine. 


Unofficial returns from the special Congressional 
election held Monday in the Third district of Maine 
give the Republican candidate a plurality of less than 
six hundred in a total of some thirty-six thousand 
votes. In the regular Congressional election last 
year the Republican candidate in this district re- 
ceived a majority of more than seven hunderd votes. 

These figures canhot reasonably be construed as a 
rebuke to national Democratic policies. They show 
that a district normally Republican has remained so 
but beyond that they carry no particular significance. 
Certainly, they do not indicate any break in the 
Democratic ranks; for, in the Presidential election 
last autumn Mr. Wilson received fourteen thousand 
six hundred and ninety-two votes in this district, 
while in Monday’s election the Democratic eandidate 
for Congress received upwards of fourteen thousand 
five hundred. 


Perhaps the most interesting result of the day was ; 


the heavy decrease evidenced in the so-called “Pro- 
gressive” ballot. Thc Bull Moose candidate polled 
only some sixty-five hundred votes as eompared with 
over thirteen thousand cast for Roosevelt in the 
Presidential election in 1912, a falling-off of more 
than fifty per cent, This record would seem at least 
to signify that the new. party has not held its own 
in Maine despite t > exertions of the “Progressive” 
leaders in that state. / 

Had the Republican majority in the’Third district 
been a large one, ii would not have been especially 
surprising, for, by elections frequently go against the 
party in power. On the whole, the result is rather 
assuring than ctherwise to national Democracy.

The Cooling of Mexico. 

Everybody except habitual trouble hunters has 
ceased worrying over what was lately termed the 
Mexican “crisis. The jingoes of this country, few 
from the outset, finding that no one would dance 
to their wild piping, have dispersed. There is no 
more babble of: intervention. The dollar-mark ,a- 
triots who would have rushed the nation into war 
merely to protect cr promote their financial interests 
across the border have been effectually silenced. The 
President’s sober words rang an instant and un- 
varied response both from Congress’ and. the people. 
In Mexico itself, conditions Lave grown distinctly 
assuring. Senor -{fuerta has evidently undergone a 
happy change of mind, if not of heart. He no longer 
blusters windy threats against American diplomacy 
nor smirks in self-satisfaction. If all reports be 
true, and certainly they are credible, Huerta is ready 
to retire in accordance with the friendly, yet firm, 
suggestions of the United States; and when he is out 
of the way, the Mexican problem will be more than 
half solved. 

The elimination of Huerta from the future poli- 
tics of Mexico, or rather from tne forthcoming Presi- 
dential election, is one of the essential demands of 
our Government’s pelicy. No regime of which he 
is the head will receive the recognition of the United 
States, nor will it command the support of any con- 
siderable portion of the Mexican people. His de 
facto government was set up in defiance of law and 
by methods which have no place in the civilized 
world. There can be no peace in Mexico, no stability 
or progress until Huerta and his criminal associa- 
tions are removed. 

It has taken the would-be dictator a long time to 
realize that he could not wheedle or force the United 
States into countenancing his usurpation; 
length the truth has soaked in. 
word from Washington.

He understands that no 
Mexican government can prevail at this time without 
the moral sanction of the United States. His treas- 
ury is bankrupt and he can secure no loans. His sol- 
diers are mutinous. His personal adherents have, 
in notable instances, cooled and fallen away. The 
sentiment of Latin Ameriea is against him. The 
pinch of necessity grows tighter and sharper, fore- 
ing Huerta to terms, 

It is generally understood, indeed, that he has 
virtually acceded to the requests of*our Government. 
Under the provisions of the Mexican constitution 
he is barred from a candidacy in the approaching 
election and he has tacitly indicated that he will not 
be a candidate. In that event, the crux of the pres- 
ent Mexican problem will be solved, the provocation 
of the war the revolutionists have waged vl be 
removed, 

A special election to choose a constitutional suc- 
cessor to the late President Madero is set for next 
October. The government established through that 
election will be recognized by the United States, a 
fact which will go very far toward assuring its sta- 
bility. That does not mean, of course, that peace 
and order will at once be restored, for, the ills that 
have besieged Mexico for generations will require 
years of patience and firmness for a complete cure. 
It is not too much to hope, however, that a govern; 
ment created under the constitution by a majority of 
the Mexican people and morally supported by the 
United States and the world will gradually order 
out the present chaos and open the way for a new 
and better era in that troubled republic.

There are certain bullets which civilized children 
are not supposed to use. They mutilate. Passing 
through the flesh they tear a ghastly bole. In the 
quarrels of people universal sen- 
fiment cond®mns throwing vit- 
riol inte the face and eyes. 

Only savages use poisoned ar- 
rows or knives which not only 
cyt but bring on horrible suffer- 
ings. 

It is not good form, as it used 
to be in the good, old.days, to 
torture human beings, to gouge 
out their eyes, fill their ears 
with molten lead, and employ 
upon them the rack and thumb- 
Screw. 

Poisoning one’s enemies, once 
a favored means of attack in the 
days of the Borgias, is not ap- 
proved now. From all of which it appears that while 
we all fight still and seek to disable our opponents in 
the various fields of competition, there are some sorts 
of inhuman and loathsome weapons which common de- 
cency would prohibit. 

And about the vilest, cruelest, most damnable weap- 
on is SLANDER. 

There rémain yet ov earth wild beasts who use it. 

Political bosses who, when all other means fail to 
defeat their man, stop not at raking up or inventing 
some shameful report concerning his private life. 

Corporations who employ sleuths to crag the name 
ef an objectionable rival through the mud. 

Church members who will circulate or, listen to 
shameful rumors about their priest or pastor. 

Social leaders who quietly set the poison of slander 
for those who cause them envy. 

Newspapers who blast reputations lightly, 
makes news. ’ 

Certain loathsome periodicals whose entire value is 
the evil insinuations they put in print. Their income 
is mostly blackmail. 

Why cannot we fight our battles with clean swords? 

If foul play is not tolerated in a prize fight, why’ 
should it be tolerated in the business of life? 

It is charged in a news telegram from London that 
“militant suffragettes were behind the scandalous ru- 
mors associating cabinet ministers’ names with the in- 
famous trade carried on by Queenie Gerald in a Pic- 
eadilly flat. These. cruel reports, now shown to ve 
utterly baseless, Originated with the militants, who, 
crippled in other ways, seem to be driven to slander to 
promote ‘justice for women.’ ” 

We must take this statement with a grain of salt; 
but it if illustrative. 

The efforts of Hague councils to relieve war of its 
hideous features are commendable. More commenda- 
ble would be a movement to drive out of decent so- 
ciety the revolting wretches who use slander as a 
weapon.

If every member of congress could be compelled 
to read the short article in September McClure’s writ- 
ten by Mr. Frederick Palmer, the war correspondent, 
the result would be a more intelligent attitude toward 
military preparedness and a more respectful reception 
of expert military opinion.

“educated” Americans, abide. This fallacy is based 
on school readings of history and a theory of war as 
it was fought at -Lexington and Bunker Hill, 
Gettysburg at the latest. The highly amusing notion 
that we can fight a war in the twentieth century with 
minute men becomes serious when it it prevents us 
from knowing the truth and prearing to meet actual 
conditions. What is needed is exactly the facts so 
effectively set forth by Mr. Palmer, who is fresh from 
the latest war.

Mr. Palmer entitles his article “The Most Up-to- 
Date Business—War,” and in it he briefly and vividly 
marshals some of the facts which have so changed 
warfare that a modern battle is less like Gettysburg 
than Gettysburg was like Fontenoy, or perhaps Phi- 
lippi. For instance, at Gettysburg the battle line was 
two and a half miles long; at Mukdenahundred and 
fifty miles. That might be taken as a crude measure 
of the difference between the notions of the average 
American and the realities of modern warfare. Those 
who are urging a rational. preparedness realize the 
tremendous complexity, the tremendous. efficiency 
represented by war making today., They know that 
war is no longer an impromptu enterprise, but a 
mighty test of brain power, of minute preparation, of” 
the highest organization, and the most perfect equip- 
ment. The prevailing. American amateur fallacy is on 
a par with the notion that the village draymkn is 
competent to build and run a transcontinental railway. 
-—Chieago Tribune. 


| The First ‘Militants’ 


The Amazons were fabled tribes or warlike com- 
munities of women in Scythia, Asia and Africa. They 
were said to be descendants of Scythians of Cappado- 
cia, where their husbands, having ynade incursions, 
were all slain in ambuscades, The women formed a 
feminine state, declaring matrimony a shameful serv- 
itude. They were said to have been conquered by 
Theseus, about 1231 B. C. According to Homer, they 
were allies of the Trojans in the siege of Troy; where 
their queen, Penthesilia, was slain by Achilles. The- 
seus and liyppolyta, Queen of the Amazons, are char- 
acters in Shakespeare's “Midsummer Night’s Dream.” 
The Amazons were constantly at war: and for ease in 
handling weapons, their right breasts were destroyed, 
from which they derived their name. They were sup- 
posed to have worshipped the moon. About 330 B. Cc. 
their queen, Thalestris, visited Alexander the Great, 
in Asia, with three hundred women in her train.

s the Burns Mss? 


i may be somewhat disappointing to find that the 
autograph copies of poems by Robert Burns com- 
monly called the Glenriddel manuscripts may not 
come to America after all. Their coming was an- 
nounced and widely accepted as a certainty. They 
were bought and paid for. The price was £5,000 and 
though the name of the purchaser was withheld from 
the*public his agents allowed it to be known that he 
was an American. Very agreeable would it have been 
to the Boston admirers of Scotland’s sweetest singer 
if those manuscripts had found their way to this city 
to keep company with the original manuscript of 
“Auld Lang Syne.” But the way to America is barred 
at least for the time being by legal proceedings to 
determine the question of prior ownership. And, ot 
course, if the seller was not the owner and conse- 
quently incapablé of conferring an honest title to 
their possession neither the American purchaser nor 
his country would care to have them. 


The manuscripts, which are in two volumes, were 
sold by the Liverpool Athenacum, a literary society in 
whose hands they have been since 1853. ‘They were 
given, not sold, to that society by a daughter-in-law 
of the Dr. Cutrie who was the first to write a life of 
Burns. She stated in her letter that they had come to 
her from her husband, toswhom they had come among 
his father’s papers. Were they hers to give? d 
they belong to her husband? Were they the property 
ef his father? Is it not tne case that, with letters 
and other papers, they were simply entrusted to him 
that he might be better enabled to write the biography 
of the poet and edit the new edition of his works? 
This is the crucial question. Upon the ground that 
it must be answered in the affirmative the opposition 
to the Liverpool Athenaeum’s sale is based. , 


An ‘influential body of people in the poet’s native 
country has resolved to support the claim that the 
manuscripts never, ceaSed to be the property of his 
family, and’ that in the event of their sale the money 
received for them shall be paid to thé granddaughter 
(Mrs. Annie B. Burns) and great-grandchildren, his 
only. surviving descendants: It may be that the 
strongest desire of those whe lead this movement is, 
if possible, to buy the manuscripts for preservation 
in some Scottish institution; but, if so, the desire is 
natural and not in need of apology. Their main con- 
tention is that both the Glenriddel volumes were in 
the poet’s possession at the time of his death, and 
were among the papers sent shortly afterward by Mr. 
Gilbert Burns and Mr. John Syme, on behalf of the 
Burns family, to Dr. Currie, as editor and biographer, 
he having asked for all available papers that might 
help him in his work. If this. be so, and if hé made 
no claim to the papers as his petSonal property, but 
merely did not think to return them, they seem to re- 
main a family belonging. At any rate, a Glasgow 
firm of lawyers has made a formal legal claim on be- 
half of the family to have tle sale cancelled and the 
money returned, and has warned the London agents 
of the purchaser against delivering up the manuscripts 
until the right of ownership has been detegmined vy 
the courts. Let the right prevail!—Boston Transcript. 


A Foolish and Dangerous Tax 


New York Evening Post:—The folly and wrons- 


headedness of the majority in the Democrat- 
ic caucus, in the matter of the tax on cotton 
futures, was brought into speciaily strong re- 


lief in the proceedings of the caucus yesterday. With 
Senator Smith, of South Carolina, earnestly pleading 
against it, and Senator Overman, of North Carolina; 
Senator Fletcher, of Florida, and both the senators 
from Georgia and from Louisiana supporting him, the 
caucus nevertheless adhered by a vote of 31, to 8 to 
its resolution to tack this provision, at once stupid 
and irrelevant, on to the tariff bill. The Southern 
senators opposed the scheme, on the ground that the 
derangement of the cotton market which would be 
caused by this prohibitory burden on the process of 
price-making which experience has shown to be the 
most salutary for all concerned would fall with very 
damaging effect on the cotton farmers; but evidently 
their’ view was far too uninteresting to stand in the 
way of the boyish delight of the majority in the 
thought of doing a mischief to “Wall street.” Inas- 
much as this bit of dangerous folly is open to objec- 
tion not only on the ground of its intrinsic demerit, 
but also on that of being essentially a rider having no 
relation to any of the general purposes of the bill, it 
is to be hoped that Democratic members will feel en- 
tirely free to vote for an amendment striking it out 
when the bill comes up for discussion in the senate. 


| Would Kill Cotton Trade: | 


New York Herald:—“It is designed to abolish trad- 
ing in futures” is. the explanation offered for th- tar- 
iff amendment adopted yesterday by the senate Demo- 
cratic caucus, which proposes a tax of 50 cents a bale 
upon all sales of cotton not actually delivered. 

The freedom to make contracts for future receipts 
or deliveries of the staple is essential to the safe 
conduct of textile industries, and the speculative ele- 
ment in purchases and sales contributes to provide a 


constant» market and to prevention of wide fluctua- 


tions in price. 

All this is wel] known to every manufacturer and 
business man, as is also the fact that such legisla- 
tion is absolutely futile. This amendment if enacted 
would simply destroy the cotton exchanges of New 
York and New Orleans, which represent millions of 
invested capital and give a livelihood to tens of thou- 
sands of Americans, and divert the business to Liver- 
pool and other European centers. 

The worst sufferers by such*a law would be the 
planters in whose supposed interest it is proposed.

It may be that the street coat will 
jaffect more women than the evening 
| one, because every woman is interested 
in her tailored suit and considers the 
other garment as a luxury, unless one 
eae to the wealthy class. We have 
| 


become so accustomed to the coat that 
pulls in at the hem in order to give a 
narow line at and below the knees and 
an extra wide line across hips and 
shoulders, that this new movement whicn 
takes the material well away from the 
figure and swings it far out from the 
shoulders, is a shock. There are many 
who will think the shock agreeable. 

If the street suit becomes popular 
within a few months it will mean that 
the coats which we have been wearing 
for several years will be utterly out of 
style, and the wise woman who looks 
into the future had best see to this. On 
the other hand, this new kind of coat 
may not become popular, but I have a 
feeling that it will. It is the only new 
line that has been brought out in a coat 
in several years, and we have already 
become accustomed to its predecessors— 
the flaring sport coat that cames from 
London. 

This new street coat is cut on exactly 
the same lines, with the exception that 
it has a shorter front and back and the 
line of the hem tilts decidedly upward. 

THE COAT OF THE FUTURE. 

If this new jacket wins out we shall 
be wearing a very comfortable coat in- 
| deed. It has broad shoulders which do 
not seen to fit the figure and yet they 
give it a graceful line. The sleeves are 
cut in one with the body part, or so 
deftly managed that they appear to be 
a continuation of the shoulders. AS

The front is more slenderly made 
than the back and outlines the figure 
in a measure, and its slightly upward 
tilt at the hem is attractive. With 
this coat there is a little waistcoat of 
colored corduroy over a thin white bat- 
iste shirt waist, and.somehow the trig- 
ness of the waistcoat is quite alluring 
under the looseness of the coat, 

At the same house there is another 
kind of jacket which is not so revolu- 
tionary, but is thoroughly attractive. It 
is of bright dark blue velvet, with a 
low waist line accentuated by button- 
holes piped with red through which is 
run a blue silk cord or bolt which fast- 
ens in front. Below the belt the full- 


ness of the coat hangs like a ruffle. 

You can easily see how far away 
from the other coats are these two, 
and what it will mean when they be- 
gin to dominate the day. Already, 
quite a few American wagmen have ta- 
ken up the terra cotta coat because of 
its novelty and its comfort. 

AGAIN THE RUSSIAN COAT. 

The evenings coat which has flowing 
lines shows the influence of Russia, but 
in a different way from what we have 
been accustomed to in the last few 
years. It is essentially correct hand 
modeled after those actually worn, The 
stiff brocade is slightly held in to the 
fizure in front by a huge ornament, and 
the material flares from the hip line 
into voluminous ripples that are edged 
with a wide band of brown fur. 

Here again is a new idea in long 
coats, and it may be that Poiret will 
win out with the innovation.

T this season of the year there 
A is always a wreat scarcity 

of fresh eggs, and it is al- 
most impossible to buy any great 
quantity of strictly rtresh eggs. It 
is surprising how many bad eggs 
are now on the market in nearly 
every city and sold by the different 
grocerymen. The price for these 
eggs at present is 380 cents per 
dozen at the average retail grocer, 
and if a person gets fifty per cent 
of good eggs out of the dozen they 
are doing well, which makes the 
price of the eggs really 60 cents 
per dozen. But,, how few people 
realize this and how few would 
be willing to pay 60 cents’ for 
strictly fresh eggs of known 
quality. It is a strange thing but 
nevertheless a fact that the average 
person will continue to go and buy 
these eggs at 30 cents per dozen 
and take the chances on getting 
either four to six eggs fit for use 
before they will pay 50 cents to 
60 cents for nice, clean, strictly 
fresh eggs. This state of affairs 
exists very year at this season, 
and this year seems to be worse 
than ever.
